Guest Speakers From Leth¬ 
bridge; Plan Concert Wed¬ 
nesday, April 2. 

Coleman Lions held their fort¬ 
nightly banquet meeting in the 
Empire hotel on Monday evening, 
guest speakers being Phil Baker 
and Bing Knowlton, of Lethbridge 
Lions club. 

Lion Knowlton in a brief ad¬ 
dress'urged Coleman Lions to keep 
up their good work. He told of 
the accomplishments* of other 
Lions clubs in southern Alberta 
and how they were appreciated in 
the community as a whole. 

Phil Baker in addition to being 
an active Lion organizer is also 
president of the Alberta Sugar 
Beet Growers. He spoke on the 
sugar beet industry dealing with 
climatic conditions, fertilizer, and 
marketing. He estimated that the 
sugar beet crop put $5,000,000 of 
new wealth yearly into the district 
surrounding Lethbridge. In ad¬ 
dition 70,000 head of sheep and 
cattle are fed from the by-pro¬ 
ducts of the beets. 

$13,000 had already been sub¬ 
scribed by sugar beet growers in 
the Canadian War Services cam¬ 
paign which only started this 
week. The money will be deduct¬ 
ed from the beet growers’ cheques 
on their 1941 crops. In the mean¬ 
time the sugar company will ad¬ 
vance the money to the national 
campaign fund committee.

10% Rebate on Current Taxes 

To Be Allowed Till Aug. 30. 

Regular meeting of the council, 
was held on Tuesday evening. 
Present Mayor Antrobus, Coun¬ 
cillors Aboussafy, Dutil, Ford, Jen¬ 
kins and Kerr, 

It was stated the Grand Union 
hotel management will place two 
permanent “no parking” signs 
alongside their building leading 
into the parking lot. Council will 
suggest to the management that 
on the sign on the right hand side 
leaving the lot “turn to right” 
be painted and on the left hand 
sign, “no left turn.” 

The hotel management will also 
be asked to repair the sidewalk 
leading into the lot as the con¬ 
crete is beginning to break-up 
due to the heavy weight of the 
cars passing over. 

Councillor Dutil presented two 
petitions. One signed by hard¬ 
ware stores and dry goods, and 
the other by grocery stores. Upon 
examination of the first petition 
it was found a number of stores 
had failed to be solicited. If was 
decided to first approach these 
stores before passing the by-law. 

By-laws 157 and 158 regarding 
an ^sessor and placing the 1941 
tax rate at 22 mills were given 
third readings. 

The 10% fax rebate will con¬ 
tinue till August 30, 1941. 

A letter of thanks will be sent 
E. O. Duke, M.L.A., for having 
relief authorities at Edmonton 
provide a local lady with tempor¬ 
ary relief until her case is prop¬ 
erly examined by the provincial 
authorities.

His letter was 
tabled. 

Coleman Miners’ hospital pre¬ 
sented its yearly statement for 
$100 to cover hoepitalizaition of 
town relief recipients during 1941. 
Amount was passed for payment. 

A report was received from 
the assessor covering a number 
of new and improved buildings. 
Also stock in trade of a number 
of stores. His report was ac¬ 
cepted. 

Secretary Gladys Lees informed 
council she planned on issuing the 
assessment notices in April and 
suggested that the court of re- 
viion be held in the council cham¬ 
ber, Tuesday, May 20. Council 
passed the necessary motion. 

A leter was received from 
Adam Hammer pertaining to his 
taxes. A letter will be sent him 
asking him to place his grievance 
before the court of revision on 
May 20.

Lord Beaverbrook 
Says Britain’s Airplane 
Production Is Record 


London.—The greatest reserve of 
bombers and fighters in history is 
secreted in “storage houses distri¬ 
buted everywhere” in Britain, Lord 
Beaverbrook, minister of aircraft 
production, anriounced *> 

4 In a broadcast, the .Canadian-born 
publisher who heads Britain’s plane 
production said a tally had shown 
that the aircraft assembled, “all 
ready for action, ready for immediate 
operations, is a record surpassing 
anything that has gone before, any¬ 
thing in the history of aviation.” ! 

At the same time Lord Beaver- 
brook’s ministry announced that 
huge far-flying four-motored bombers 
had landed in Britain from the 
United States, presumably for use 
in the Battle of the Atlantic. 

Lord Beaverbrook said the tally of 
reserves was made and disclosed 
these technical gains in aviation: 

1. In the race for altitude, Bri¬ 
tish scientists have “watched the 
Hurricane and Spitfire (fighters) be¬ 
ing lifted up and up until now these 
airplanes ride high, wide and hand¬ 
some; 

2. Two new planes "at this mo¬ 
ment are passing the development 
stage to production” and behind these 
are several other new types; 

3. Five new motors “have been 
brought from .experiment to manu¬ 
facture in nine months. 

Although the numbers of British 
planes are a closely guarded secret, 
black headlines in the Sunday Chron¬ 
icle proclaimed that Britain now is 
producing 3,000 of all types each 
month and that her production peak 
has not yet been reached.

Istanbul.—A report reached Istan¬ 
bul that Bulgarian underground or¬ 
ganizations had started on the great¬ 
est sabotage campaign ever seen in 
southeastern Europe to impede the 
German armies and that they had 
already thrown German communica¬ 
tions in southeastern Bulgaria into a 
chaotic state. 

The report was brought by an 
authoritative anti-German Bulgarian 
who had just escaped across the 
Turkish-Bulgarian border. 

He said Bulgarian saboteurs had 
dynamited at least two German oil 
trains, blown up bridges and cut tele¬ 
graph lines. He asserted that every 
telegraph line in southern Bulgaria 
had been damaged during the last 
two weeks. 

The informant said that political 
elements who had long been bitter 


enemies had united to oppose the 
German march and that among them 
were many men who had gained 
notoriety for skill with bombs and 
dynamite. 

According to the informant, hun¬ 
dreds of agents operating for the 
organizations had been well supplied 
with money and dynamite and plans 
had been made for espionage and 
subversive propaganda. 

The saboteurs had eveii planned to 
destroy this summer’s Bulgarian 
crops as part of their work of imped¬ 
ing the Germans, the informant said. 

He asserted that the leader of the 
saboteurs was a prominent Mace¬ 
donian who was operating from a 
hideout in the Macedonian moun¬ 
tains. The informant said he could 
not give the leader’s name. He add¬ 
ed that another leader had escaped 
abroad to work from exile.

W ENDELL WILKIE gave the

Wilkie, this week should see the 
campaign for $5,500,000 well over 
the top. It can be done, if the 
necessary enthusiasm and will to 
give is aroused. 

G LANCING over Hansard, 
which contains reports of all 
that goes on in the House of 
Commons, in discussing monetary 
matters pertaining to war, one 
member mentioned something 
about equality of sacrifice. A lot 
of time is wasted in the House 
over private members endeavoring 
to air pet theories on fina’ncing and 
issuing of currency, but it is ap¬ 
parently impossible to prevent this 
extravagant waste of public money 
under our parliamentary system. 

E QUALITY of sacrifice is talk¬ 
ed of in the House; it is talk¬ 
ed of all over the country, 
but our observance shows that 
there is not equality of sacrifice. 
Quite recently we read of one 
man whose firm profited to the ex¬ 
tent of thousands of dollars from 
various activities, and he held one 
war bond of $500. Coming down 
to our own local field and the ef¬ 
forts made to support the war 
services, it is most noticeable that 
in the raising of funds, such as 
Red Cross, and the War Auxiliary 
Services for which the present 
drive is under way, usually the 
same little group of active work¬ 
ers have to get out and do- the 
organizing and canvassing, for if 
they didn’t the amounts raised 
would be very small. All this 
entails sacrifice, for it is not a 
pleasant job to go knocking at 
doors, and explaining to indifferent 
people the reason you have called. 
The worker gives his donation and 


a day or more of his time as well. 
The least those who are called on 
can do is to meet the call with 
a response as promptly as possible, 
and not take time asking a lot of 
questions. The main thing is to 
give and give quickly, for that 
counts most. 

T HE Westaskiwin Times mark¬ 
ed its fortieth anniversary 
in its issue of March 20.

Let Us Help England While We Arm 

From the Chicago Herald American February 21-41. 
by JOHN D. McGREGOR, Noted Bacteriologist 


The Atlantic is, not 3,000 miles 
wide. From Iceland, which will be 
a Nazi province if England is de¬ 
feated, it is only 800 miles to 
Greenland, and from Greenland it 
is only 950 miles to Newfoundland. 

From Africa, which will be Nazi- 
controlled if Britain loses, it is only 
1,600 miles to South America. 
From the Azores, which will also 
become Nazi if Britain goes down, 
it is only 1,800 miles to Burmuda. 

If Britain loses, the Nazis could 
invade South America, because 
they would be nearer than we are. 
They have organized powerful fifth 
columns in. South America. The 
armies of our sister republics in 
South America would be no match 
for the conqueror of Europe. 

We are pledged to keep invaders 
out of the Western Hemisphere. 
Once established in South America, 
the invader could threaten the 
Panama Canal, the jugular of our 
whole scheme of security. 

From bases in northern South 
America the Nazis could bomb our 
Caribbean bases, even our gulf 
coast and oil fields. A Nazi-domin¬ 
ated South America would be a 
constant threat to the security of 
the United States. 

At the same time we would face 
the threat of Nazi attacks from 
Iceland and the Azores. 

With Britain defeated, with our 
own fleet divided between the At¬ 
lantic and the Pacific, and our 
new bases unfinished, the Nazis 
could establish air bases in New¬ 
foundland and on the shores of 
Hudson’s Bay. 

From such bases they oculd 
bomb not only the busy armament 
centres of the industrial North¬ 
east, but also the great cities 
of the Middle West—Chicago, De¬ 
troit, St. Louis. 

Air superiority could not prevent 
the bombing of our cities, once 
the enemy had bases within range 
of them. Germany's great air 
strength has not prevented nightly 
bombings by the Royal Air Force 
of the Nazi industrial centres. 

We are building a two-ocean 


navy and thousands of fighting 
planes. 

But our two-ocean navy will not 
be ready until 1946, and our plane¬ 
manufacturing capacity will not 
equal that of the Nazis uhtil 1942. 

We need time—time to make 
the defences of the Western Hemis¬ 
phere impregnable. But Hitler 
doesn’t wait! What can we do? 

We can help Britain rule the At¬ 
lantic while our inadequate navy 
guards the Pacific, by continuing 
to send England the planes, ships, 
tanks, guns and food which she 
needs to keep the war on that 
side of the Atlantic. 

Hitler and Mussolini know that 
sol long as the British navy is on 
the job their side of the Atlantic, 
they will never be able to bring 
war to the New World. We know 
it, too. 

Speak up, America! 

Speed up, America!

Services Fund 

Leonard D. Nesbitt of Alberta 

Wheat Pool Heads Publicitv 

Campaign. 

Organizations serving Canada’s 
airmen, soldiers and sailors abroad 
and at home will be assisted to the 
extent of $120,000 from Southern 
Alberta. Devoted to this purpose 
and with A. Craig Pierce. Drum- 
heller farmer and a past presi¬ 
dent of the Calgary Board of 
Trade, as its general chairman, a 
working committee has set up of¬ 
fices in the Renfrew Building, 
Calgary, 

Senator W. A. Buchanan, Leth¬ 
bridge, and M.M. Porter, K.C., Cal¬ 
gary, are joint honorary chair¬ 
men of the Southern Alberta Divi¬ 
sion, and W A. Austin, Didsbury, 
and S. B. Chamberlain, Calgary, 
are vice-chairmen. Mr. Chamber- 
lain is in charge of Calgarv city 
organization. 

“Canadian War Services Fund 
Inc., of which the Southern Alber¬ 
ta endeavor is a part, has been 
created following a close study by 
the minister of war services, in 
collaboration with representa¬ 
tives of war service organizations, 
toward the consolidating of the 
previous separate drives into one 
national annual effort,” Mr Pierce 
stated It was on the insistence 
of the pepole that the principle of 
six appeals in one was accepted, 
not only to do away with the dup¬ 
lication of effort and expense, but 
also to relieve us of confusion in 
responding to what seemed end¬ 
less calls.” 

“The minister of war services 
has indicated that throughout the 
balance of the war everv effort 
will be made to consolidate appeals 
to the public into two projects— 
one each spring for war services 
(the impending campaign is the 
first of these), and one each au¬ 
tumn for domestic charities,” said 
Mr. Pierce. “War services organ¬ 
izations include the Canadian Le¬ 
gion, Knights of Columbus, Sal¬ 
vation Army, Y.M.C.A, Y.W.C.A. 
and I.O.D.E. 

The campaign starts on March 
24, and Mr. Pierce is devoting all 
of his time to the work. He has 
as executive secretary. E. W. 
Brunsden, and as publicity- direc¬ 
tor, Leonard D. Nesbitt. A corps 
of workers is .being enlisted in 
each district. 


HOW TO SAFEGUARD 
YOUR HEALTH 

In the Winter number of the 
Magazine “Health”, a magazine 
devoted to the promotion of per¬ 
sonal and community health and 
published by the Health League of 
Canada, the following article ap¬ 
pears, written by Frank Chamber- 
lain: 

IF I WERE HEALTH DICTATOR 
OF CANADA 

1. Every young man and young 
woman would receive physical 
training and adequate health edu¬ 
cation during school years. 

2. Every man, woman and child 
in the country would receive a 
complete physical examination once 
a year. 

3. Every mother who is going 
to have a baby would be com¬ 
pelled to go to a doctor for regu¬ 
lar examinations before and after 
the birth of the child. 

4. Every couple who wanted to 
get married would be obliged to 
show a medical certificate indicat¬ 
ing that they were free of con¬ 
tagious disease. 

5. Every child in the Dominion 
would, before he reached the age 
of six months, be obliged to have 
three treatments of toxoid as a 
preventative against diphtheria. 

6. Every man and woman who 
applied for a driving license would 
have to produce a certificate show¬ 
ing that they had been physically 
examined during the year, and were 
fit to drive a car. 

7. Every sufferer from tubercu¬ 
losis would be forced by law to 
remain under observaton until de¬ 
clared fit to return among healthy

8. Every doctor in Canada would 
work just as hard to prevent sick¬ 
ness as he does to cure it. 

9. Every hospital in Canada 
should seek to prevent patients 
from entering its doors by actively 
co-operating to prevent illness. 

10. *Every family wodS be able 
to employ the services of a trained 
nurse at a fee that was not be¬ 
yond their, reach. 

11. Every citizen would pay a 
fee to their doctor or to the state 
to keep them well, and to the 
hospitals as an insurance against 
sickness. 

12. Every member of Parliament 
would be inspired to see that ade¬ 
quate* health services are available 
for every Canadian, and the clos¬ 
est co-operation with the provinces 
maintained. 

13. Every man who has offered 
his services to the country and 
been rejected would be placed in 
a “Fitness Battalion,” and efforts 
made to improve his health. 

14. Compulsory pasteuration of 
milk would be characteristic of 
all provinces instead of only one, 
Ontario, as now.

If you tire too easily, lose weight, 
have indigestion or a cough that 
hangs on . . . look out, it’s a danger 
sign, and precautions should be taken 
against tuberculosis, warns the 
Health League of Canada, broadcast¬ 
ing a health message to Canadians, 

Tuberfculosis is a sneaking disease, 
and seldom strikes in the open, ac¬ 
cording to the health message. “It 
creeps on the victim like a thief, 
casting shadows before him. 

“Tiredness is not so much the re¬ 
sult of work or play. It is a fatigue 
that comes on easily or for no good 
reason, a lazy feeling that lasts. It 
means something is wrong. 

‘A relish for food is a sign of 
good health. Loss of weight, poor 
appetite and indigestion go together. 
A cough that hangs on in spite of 
usually controlling remedies is a dan¬ 
ger sign. 

‘Sometimes the first sign of tuber¬ 
culosis is a spitting of blood. It 
may be only a streak in the sputum. 
But don’t be led away by the sug¬ 
gestion that the blood comes from 
the gums or the note. < 

“Sharp pains in the chest wall may 
be due to pleurisy and pleurisy in 
adults may be one of the first signs 
of tuberculosis,” the message con¬ 
tinues. “Nervousness, disturbed sleep 
and a run-down condition mean a 
departure from good health and de¬ 
mand investigation.”

Transplanting 

In the hotbed, greenhouse, or flat 
boxes in sunny windows, when the 
plants have developed their second 
set or leaves they should be thinned 
out. Before being transplanted out¬ 
side they should be hardened in a 
cold frame which is simply a hot-bed 
without any heating material. 

Soil Hints 

Experienced gardeners caution 
against rushing the season. It does 
soil no good to be dug while still too 
wet. It is liable to become lumpy, 
later perhaps to bake hard. With 
heavy clay soil early working is par¬ 
ticularly dangerous. 

A good test is to look at ones 
shoes. If these become muddy after 
a tramp through the garden, it is 
best to go back to the fireside and 
read a seed catalogue or a book. Soil 
ready to work crumbles, never 
squeezes into mud. 

Texture of both heavy and light 
soil will be immensely improved by 
the digging in of well-rotted manure, 
decaying leaves or other garden 
refuse. This sort of thing adds 
humus and moisture absorbing pow¬ 
ers to light soil, makes the heavy 
kind more amenable to spade and 
fork.
